Root Wins Nobel Peace Prize. 


The Nobel peace prize for 1912, worth 
$40,000, was conferred on Senator Elihu 
Root, of New York, and that for 1913 
on 
Senator 
Henri 
La Fontaine, of 
Brussels, Belgium, who was formerly 
president of the Permanent 
Interna- 
tional Peace Bureau of Berne, Swit 
zerland. 
i 
The 
Nobel peace 
prize 
was 
not 
<^warded in 1912. It was the first time 
since the establishment of the Nobel 
Foundation, the first award of which 
was made in 1901, that the committee 
of 
the 
Norwegian 
parliament 
had 
found no person worthy of this award. 
The com'mlttee, in explanation of its 
action at that time, stated that it had 
decided that there had been "no work 
deserving of the prize." 


It was recommended that the prize, 
approximating $40,000, shall be retain- 
ed for the benefit of the Foundution 
fund. 
The 
award 
now 
Indicates 
a 
change of mind on the part of 
the 
storthing. 


Urges Frozen and Dried Eggs, 


Dr. Mary E. Pennington, In (harge 
of food research work of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, told thf 
house 
agricultural committee that frozen and 
dried eggs would solve tl:e problem of 
high prices and cold storage corners 


"Frozen and dried eggs." said Dr. 
Pennington, "soon will be niarlteted in 
small packages so as to be available 
to every household instead of for the 
bakers and other manufacturers, as 
at present, i^ard frozen eggs will keep 
a year, and there Is no question but 
what dried and frozen eggs will ultl 
mately displace the cold storage va 
rlety.'^ 


Eggs cannot be kept in cold storage 
and be fit for food longer than ten 
months, she asserted, and added that 
dried and frozen eggs did not lose any 
of their nutritive value. 


U. S. Court to Rule on Thaw's Sanity. 


Judge Edgar Aldrlch ruled in Coii- 
cord, N. H., that the mental 
condl 
tlon of Harry K. Thaw mnsl be de 
termlned in the federal rourts. 
The 
court's announcement 
was 
made 
at 
the hearing on Thaw's petition to he 
admitted to bail. 


"The constitutional questions involv 
ed In this case," said Judge Aldrlch. 
"are of such Importance that I shall 
not pass upon them myself, hut shall 
forward them as promptly as possible 
to the supreme court of the United 
States.''

MONA LISA FOUND, 
THIEF ARHESTED 


Priceless 
Masterpiece, Stolen 


Two Years Ago, Recovered. 


WÂS TAKEN FOR REVENGE 


Italian Who Stole It Ssys Hs Took 
Painting to "Avenge Thefts Napo- 
leon Committed In Italy." 


Leonardo Ba Vinci's 
masterpiece, 
• Mona 
Lisa," 
the mysterious 
disap- 
pearance of which from tlie Louvre, 
In Paris, In August. 1911, threw tUo 
art 
world 
into 
consLornatlon, 
was 
found in Florence, Italy, 


The man who stole It was arrested. 
He is an Italian. 


It was found when the picture was 
offered by an Italian resident of Paris 
to an antiquary of Florence. 


Both the picture and the Italian are 
now In the custody of the police of 
Florence. 
"I stole the picture," said 
the man, "In order to avenge the thefts 
Napoleon 1. committed in Italy." 


"Mona Lisa"--more properly known 
as "La Jaconde"—Is one of the world's 
most famous paintings, and Is regard- 
ed as priceless. 
Leonardo Da Vlncl 
took as his model for the picture Lisa 
Del Glocondo, a woman of Florence. 
He worked on the picture for four 
years, from 1500 to 1504, It was bought 
for France by Francis I. 


The value of the work can only be 
Imagined, since all offers to buy It 
were refused, among them one report* 
ed to have been made by the British 
government of $5,000,000. Since 
the 
disappearance from the Louvre of the 
picture the search 
has been 
world- 
wide. 
It has been reported found in 
Germany, Russia, England. Spain and 
even in the United S t a t e 


It was widely believed in Fii-ïs an'.I 
throu,ghoul 
France 
that 
the 
i i't ire 
was not talien by thieves, but rather 
by some 
demented 
art lover, 
wlio 
wished 
to bo able always 
to 
gaze 
upon it. 


The famous painting had hunq in 
the place of honor in the l/^iivr.' in a 
room which was suppose.] t') l:r al- 
ways watched. It disappeared on the 
morning of Aug. 22, IMII, and Us ab 
sence from its accustomed place wa^ 
not noticed 
by its guardians 
until 
some hours later. 


At first a quiet search was made In 
every nook 
and corner of the 
mur 
seum, and 
discreet questions 
were 
asUed of the hundreds of copylats and 
photographers 
who dally crowd 
the 
museum. 
The 
questioning 
was all 
without result. It was impossible even 
to establish which of the museum em- 
ployes had last seen the picture.

the police authorities 
had 
been informed they immediately 
or- 
dered tlie niufieurn closed, A thorough 
search by dolof:tivGR followed. 
They

u !d to the police headquarters of many 
nations. Ships were searched as they 
left French ports and trains as they 
crossed the frontier, while every pack* 
âge taken out of France and looking 
anything like a picture was closely 
scanned

when he

his emplo) 
Stehinietz was arrested. 


It appears that Snyder and 
Stein- 
metz engaged in a conversation after 
returning from Siegfried, where they 
had gone for two liorses which 
the 
farmer had purchased. 


Stelnmetz, it is reported, started a 
quarrel when they reached the Snyder 
farm. 
Snyder tola him to wait at the 
barn until he went into the house to 
get a lantern. 


When Sjiyder came from the house 
be found Stelnmetz 
standing 
about 
ten feet away, with a double barrel 
shotgun in his hands. The farmer ask- 
ed his hired map what he wanted to 
do with the gun. 


Stelnmetz answered in a loud tone, 
'You owe me a quarter."

plied, "1 know I do/' but the words

before

metz, it is alleged, fired, the charge of 
shot Uowing off Snyder's leit thumb 
and part of his hand. 


Snyder staggered toward his assail 
ant, and the latter fired a second load, 
which tore a large hole in Snyder't^ 
abdomen, and probably pnnctured the 
Intestines. 


Dynamite Used to Poison Miner. 
Leo Gcdwîlla Is in a critical condì 
tion at his home in Shamokin, Pa,, 
as the reüult of an atltmpt 
by un- 
idenllfìed 
i>«rsonö. H is charged, 
tu 
kill him 
by poiöoniqg his cofIi.-e with 
dynamite while he was at work in the- 
mine«,. 


When physicians tlrst attended mm 
his legs and arms were paralyzed and 
he was unable to speak. 


Although unable at 
first 
to deter- 
mine the cause of his Illness the doc- 
tors administered remedies and after 
two hours succeeded In reviving hlm 
sufticlently to say "Dooley," which he 
repeated over and over. 


It was surmised that he referred to 
dynamite, which Is termed 
"dualln" 
by the minors, and that In some mys- 
terious way way the deadly explosive 
had something to do with his Illness. 


Investigation revealed that some one 
had put a piece of the explosive iu 
his canteen, and that he bad drank 
the contents. 


Physicians said there was enough 
nitroglycerine In the can to kill a team 
Df horses. 


Mine In 'School Cellar, 
Two veins of rich anthracite coal 
were discovered under the site to b« 
occupied by a new $150,000 high schotd 
building In Shamokin, Pa. 


The fact that the larger vein runs 
directly through the cellar of the pro 
posed new building led to the spring 
In gof a novel Idea hy Superintendent 
Joseph W. Howerth, which will likely 
be adopted by the board of education. 


Howarth proposes leaving a portion 
•f tJie vein exposed, and 
cementing 
the cellar In a manner to prevent per- 
sons from falling Into the vein. Expert 
mining men will be asked to timber 
the vein and make miniature breasts, 
headings and gangways to show how 
coal is taken from the earth. 


The exhibit would be used as a prac- 
tical demonstration of mining methods 
for the students.

POSSIBILITIES' IN POPCORN. 


Popcorn is a truly delightful dainty 
which has been enjoyed by small and 
great for ages past. 
As the winter 
evenings approach, which shut us in 
around the cozy fire, we can indulge 
in the pastime, so well beloved by tho 
children and their elders as well, of 
popping corn. 
A wire popper over 
coals is the ideal way of popping com. 
as one may see the process and w^atch 
each white, fluffy ball of deliciousness 
prepare itself for its journey "down 
the little red lane." 


Cracker Jack is such a favorite with 
the little people that every 
mother 
should know how to enhance her pop- 
ularity by being able to prepare 
i t 
The addition of nuts to the following 
recipe will give us tb« 
homemade 
Cracker Jack. 


Popcorn Candy.—Put a half cupful 
each of brown and white sugar into a 
saucepan, add a tablespoonful of vin- 
egar and a quarter of a cup of water 
with a tablespoonful ^ f butter 
when 
the candy has cooked to the hard ball 
stage. 
Pour this boiling hot over a 
dish of freshly-popped corn, with all 
the hard kernels removed. 
Stir while 
pouring, so that each kernel is well 
coated over. 


Popcorn Balls.—Take three-quarters 
of a cupfiri each of brown and white 
sugar, half a cupful of molasses and 
half a cupful of water and a table- 
spoonful of vinegar. 
Add 
a table- 
spoonful of butter, 
and butter 
tho 
saucepan before adding the ingredi- 
ents. 
Let this boil without stirring 
until it makes a hard ball whe»i a bit 
is dropped in water. 
When it spins 
a thread, add a quarter of a cupful of 
butter. 
Just before taking off add a 
fourth of a teaspoonful of soda; pour 
in a fine stream over the popcorn, stir- 
ring to huve it evenly mixed. 
Take 
up handfuls of the corn and press into 
balls, dipping the hands into water 
each time to keep them from sticking. 
Work quickly, before the mass hard- 
ens. 
Keep the balls In a cold place, 
as they aoften and become tough in a 
warm rodm. 
Wrap in v/axed paper. 


Buttered Popcorn.—Into a deep ket- 
tle with a close-fitting lid, put two ta- 
blespoonfuls of lard or butter, or half 
of each. 
When the fat Is melted, add 
a half cup of corn; stir until the corn 
is evenly coated with fat, and then 
put on the lid, shaking the pan all the 
while.

Macaroni and Oysters.—Boil a cup 
of macaroni until tender, make a lay- 
er an Inch thick in the bottom of a 
baking dish, season well, add a half 
cup of oysters, pour over a little of 
the liquor and some thick, well-sea- 
Boned white sauce. 
^jPut on another 
layer of macaroni and oysters, 
finish 
with white sauce and well buttered 
crumbs on top. 
Bake until the oys- 
ters are well done. 
Serve hot with 
cold slaw. 


Prune 
and 
Lemon 
Jelly.—Cook 
large, plump prunes until soft. 
Re- 
move the stones carefully by cutting 
a slit In the side; fill the prune with 
chopped dates and nuts. 
Lay them In 
a glass dish and pour over lemon jel- 
ly, prepared from gelatine or any of 
the gelatine products. 


Chicken Souffle.—Mince a large cup 
of cold chicken very fine, add a cup; 
ful of white sauce, a teaspoonful of 
chopped parsley, salt and pepper to 
taste, and the beaten yolks of three 
eggs. 
Cook three minutes, 
stirring 
well. 
Cool, fold in the stiffly beaten 
whites of three eggs. 
Bake 
until 
firm in a moderate oven. 


RIssotto.—Boll half a cup of rice 
in boiling salted water until 
tender 
and the water is absorbed; put the 
dish of rice in the oven to dry out. 
Cook down thick a half can of toma- 
toes, a small onion chopped fine, pars- 
ley and salt and pepper. 
Do not 
strain, but fold in the rice. 
Put into 
a hot dish and 
serve 
with 
grated 
cheese sprinkled over it. 


To ^taln Wicker. 


To stain wicker chairs 
take 
five 
cents' worth of glue and five cents' 
worth of brown umber. 
Mix the glue 
with one pint of boiling 
water 
and 
when quite dissolved put in the um- 
ber and mix well. When cool apply to 
the wicker with a soft brush. 
This is 
also a cheap and effective floor stain.

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RUSSIA'S 


ROYAL NUN 


Strangely Tragic Life of the Beau- 
tiful Widow of the Assassinated 
Grand 
Duke 
Serge, Who 
Has 
Buried Her Grief in a Convent 
Outside Moscow and Ministers to 
the Poor and 
Afflicted.

T. PETERSBURG,—In one of 
the 
czar'fl private apaxtments In 
the 
Little Palace—which is Uio family 
resldonce—at Peterhof there Is a pho- 
tograph banging on the wall of a scene 
in amatur theatricals. 
It shows the 
^oup In the last act of Pushkin's fa- 
mous poetic drama "Eugene Onegln." 
Look close and you will see that the 
youthful Eugene, kneeling and gazing 
fervently up at the slender and beauti- 
ful Tatlana, is the shy, modest-man- 
nered Czarevitch of twenty-flve years 
ago, now Emperor Nicholas II, 
The 
Tatlana Is the young wife, then re- 
cently come to Russia, of Nicholas's 
uncle, the Grand Duke Serge. 


The Grand Duchess, following 
the 
tradition of so many grand dames in 
Russian history, had become, In the 
country of her adoption, more Russian 
than the Russians. 
Slender, tall, al- 
way« with that 
elance 
gait 
which 
makes her move youthfully even now, 
when she is bordering on fifty, she has 
never looked a Slav, 
Her marriage 
waa not made in heaven but at Wlnd- 
dor, as was the rule in her day among 
her kinsfolk. 
And It was no Cupid but 
Her Late Majesty, 
Queen 
Victoria, 
who presided. 
One of the four orphan- 
ed daughters of Princess Alice—the 
only one of Queen Victoria's children 
whose life lay through tragic romance 
-—the young Grand Duchess Elisabeth 
of Hesse was designated for the con* 
sort of the young man regarded as the 
moit serious-minded of the Russian 
Grand Dukes of his day, Serge Alex- 
androvitch, younger son of the assas- 
e^nated cxar, liberator and brother of 
the then reigning czar. 


All the strange story of her mar- 
ried life c-jnters in Moscow, even In 
that citadel within the city, the Krem- 
lin of Mosco. 
Her young husband, as 
it Tery soon was clear, was not gov- 
erned so much by any serious mind 
behipd his austere looks as by a queer 
mood of mysticism, fanaticism and a 
kind of misanthropy. 
His brother had 
given him the high oihce of Govern- 
or-General of Moscow. 
As the Mos- 
cow population found that they saw 
Jess and less of )ilm as the 
years 
pused 
on, they framed their own 
version of his life, and it was not a 
normal or an edifying atory. 


In those days of the eighties the 
administration of Moscow, us much as 
any other single 
cause, 
nourished 
,the spirit of revolt. 
Serge 
shunned 
the open air. 
His control over the 
rps and movements of the Moscow 
cJ^inns v/as absolute, but all this con- 
trol h^ passed on to a group of police 
and uliitiry protectors, whose qualifl- 
.caUoo was 
^^^y ^^Pt him from 


being approached by common human- 
ity, 
This morbid aloofness extended 
oven to his young wife. They occu- 
pied remotely apart wings of the large 
palace. 
Yet Serge was not without a 
curious interest In the simple world. 
His great hobby was to discover bow 
hens could be mado to lay the max- 
imum of eggs all the year round. 
He 
knew that his country lay ice-bound 
for many dreary months of the year 
and that ordinary agriculture had very 
close limits. 
Why should not the poor 
peasant live on eggs? 
Ho experlmlnt- 
ed in the inner yards of the Kremlin 
with the dieting 
and 
doctoring 
of 
fowls, and had elaborate reports writ- 
ten for him by experts in all parts of 
Russia. 
There is nothing in the world 
like the library of reports that he col- 
lected on this problem of hens and 
eggs. 
The one flaw in his reasoning 
was that the cost worked out at Just 
about literally a barn fowl's egg for a 
golden egg. And so the peasant did 
not benefit 
from 
the 
Grand 
Duke 
Serge's studies. 


All this time Moscow was under a 
few men of tougher fibre, and chiefly 
under Trepoff, then a tall, handsome 
young guardsman. 
Trepoff's father 
was Chief of Czar's palace police, and 
he did literally sleep on a mat outside 
his master's bedroom door. 
To Sergo 
this habit was the highest evidence 
of statesmanship. 
He believed right- 
ly in the Trepoff physical courage, 
and he made the son the real govern- 
or of Moscow under the style of police 
president. 
Most of Trepoff's ideas 
were of the elementary order, and 
the first of them was "kill discontent 
by amusement." 
But he could apply 
his Napoleonic 
maxim 
outside 
the 
Kremlin, for the police regime made it 
a dangerous experiment to rub shoul- 
ders very often with strangers. 
Inside 
the Kremlin the policy was developed 
into a fine art. 


No stage spectacle that the czar's 
theaters have ever 
mounted 
could 
equal for brilliant abandon and daring 
contrasts of color and style the Grand 
Ducal balls In the Kremlin until the 
black days approached. 
The Grand 
Duke Serge himself attended some of 
them, staring detachedly aloof at the 
scene, unmoved by laughter or music. 
These were the only nights when any 
considerable number could see him, 
and the tall, spare frame with the thin, 
nervous long lace bad all the stamp 
of a tragic Don Quixote. 
With the 
beautiful Grand Duchess Elisabeth It 
was absolutely otherwise. 
She 
re- 
sponded with delight to the gay viva- 
city which thrilled 
so 
dangerously 
when the Kremlin «et out to amuse 


ileelL 
Trepoff was one of her favor 
itcfl, and she danced delightedly wltb 
him. 
And yet beneath all her sani 
Boucl exterior there dwelt a deeply 
moved soul of human companion. She 
wai, it is sure, deeply sorry for her 
husband. 
And pity Is akin to love. 
The Morcovltes had an instinct of thi». 
On the few church 
and 
ceremonial 
days when the 
Grand 
Duke 
Serge 
drove out from the Kremlin the Grand 
Duchess Elisabeth sat beside him, and 
they returned safe. 


As the political black clouds weigh- 
ed down more and more threateningly 
on the goTornor of Moscow the czar 
in St. Petersburg was advised to abol- 
ish th« office. This was decided on; 
and one February mornlnl: Serge was 
driving out in a single horse closed 
carriage to pay a final "poor prendre 
conge" call on one of the successors 
to part of his 
authority 
when • the 
young student, Kalaleff, 
threw 
the 
bomb that killed master and coach- 
man together. 
In a few minutes the 
Grand Duchess, bareheaded and wrap- 
ped in a pelisse, darted 
across 
the 
snow and knelt by what remained In a 
blood-drenched cloak of her husband. 
A day later, again 
bareheaded, 
she 
walked through the snow-clad streets 
at the simple funeral of the coachman, 
taking her place side by side with his 
peasant wife and the family of poor" 
people. 
She went to see Kalaieff in 
prison and begged In a simple, pitiful 
way to be told why the young man 
killed her husband. Kalaieff remained 
unmoved by this appeal, but her own' 
distress brought tears to his eyes. He 
would not ask for pardon, although: 
she said to him, stretching out her 
hands, that she herself as a Christian 
woman pardoned him, and would pray 
for him to God. 


It is from that tragic day that the 
Grand Duchess put this world behind 
her and fixed her whole being on the 
consolations of religion. 
For many 
months she lived in complete seclu- 
sion. 
Then Trepoff, who had 
been 
transferred to St. Petersburg as gov- 
nor and had beaten down the angry 
population, had himself fallen in dis- 
grace and died of sheer exhaustion and 
an overwrought heart. 
The czar and 
his family were cruising at the time,, 
and none of them, nor of the 
mag^ 
nates at the court, would return to 
stand by Trepoff's grave. 
The czar 
even signified that the occasion need 
not be recognized, 
but 
the 
Grand, 
Duchess Elisabeth defied 
his 
will. 
She left her retirement in Moscow, 
came to S t Petersburg and attended 
every one of the elaborate service^ 
for the dead held beside TrepofC'si 
coffins and stood by while it was put 
in its grave. 


When she returned to Moscow shej 
gave her mind to organizing her re-» 
llglous life Into a system. 
At first 
she took the regular vows of a nun, 
of poverty, chastity and 
obedience. 
Then in a large, bare house outside 
the Kremlin gates she started on the. 
beginnings of a Convent of Mary and 
Marta. 
At first ten ladies of high 
Russian families worked under her. 
Their day began at 7 in the morning 
with prayer. 
Later they 
occupied' 
themselves with needlework for the 
aged poor .and for the sick in hosn 
pitáis, and they were taught the dis-i 
penslng 
of simple medicines. 
Slnca 
then the numbers in 
the 
convent; 
have grown to about thirty. 
Somq 
of them go out reading to the bedrid- 
den; and the Grand Duchess herself! 
sometimes performs the duty of washn 
ing the dead. 
There are no servants, 
whatever in the convent. 
All 
the 
work is done by the aristocratic sis-, 
ters themselves. 


As 
Mother 
Superior 
the 
Granc^ 
Duchess has four rooms. 
At 
first 
some of her followers thought that) 
her complete devotion might 
pass, 
away as her personal sorrow was soft- 
ened by time. 
But the travail of her 
soul is leading her rather to more 
complete abnegation of earthly con^ 
cerns. 
She attends all the severe 
night services of the Russian Ortho- 
dox church where prayers of Interces- 
sion are said. 
One of the sisters of 
the convent has mentioned to her fam- 
ily how the Mother 
Superior, 
the 
Grand Duchess, on returning from the 
night service, pins an Ikon over her 
bed and again prays alone before It. 


At times the life of Serge's widow 
seems to suggest a i omote parallel 
with that other fate-crossed Imperial 
woman, the Empress Elizabeth 
of 
Austria. 
With both great beauty and 
physical health bore them till middle 
life through years of what seemed, 
complete enjoyment of this 
worlds 
and then came a sudden turning aside. 
But with the Russian Elisabeth this 
has been marked by no failing of the 
mental faculties, 
Women 
like 
the 
Grand Duchess 
Serge 
make 
their 
choice definitely and with serene 
vl* 
slon. 
Even among the Moscow poor, 
as they see her tall, graceful figure in 
her white robe moving actively 
and 
noiselessly 
among 
their 
dwellings, 
there is just a silent look of recogni' 
tion. They know of her vows and, like 
all the other Russians, see in her a 
woman who will live for the rest of 
her days, "the world forgetting, by 
the world forgot."—Sunday Magftzlna 
of the New York World.

A Christmas Dinner Table. 


ERRY 
CHRISTMAS! 
The 
very 
word 
expresses 
the 
spirit of the day. 
Christmas 
Is the embodiment of Joy and 
mirthfulness, a glorious day of gaiety 
and merriment for old and young. Let 
us all be chlldr.->n at Christmas time, 
and enter into the preparations and 
plans for the day -with youthful fervor. 


Everyone is occupied with the pre- 
parations for the gala occasion. The 
custom of decorating the homes with 
Christmas greens is Increasing each 
year. Surely it is a happy thought in 
the midst of winter at the Yule tide 
season to bring the greens from the 
woods. The many traditions connected 
with holly and mistletoe make them 
all the more appropriate for use as 
decorations. 
The 
brilliant 
glowing 
scarlet of the holly berries and the 
green of the evergreen have always 
been associated with Christmas. 


With a very small investment one 
can easily arrange many unique ef- 
fects in decorations for the home and 
table that will accord with the spirit 
of the season. 


Unless the Christmas tree is going 
to be a surprise, and you intend to 
trim it behind closed doors ^ in the 
greatest of secrecy, let the children 
assist In fashioning many of the or- 
naments and trinkets, and they will 
have double the pleasure out of it. The 
little ones will certainly delight In 
stringing the popcorn with which to 
festoon the tree. 
If the popcorn is 
strung on wire It can be arranged 
most effectively. 
If you wish, you 
can dye some of the corn red and 
string it alternately, one red and one 
white 
kernel. 
The 
nimble 
little 
fingers can string chains of cranber- 
ries or cut stars out of gilt paper. 
Paper link chains can be made out of 
any color to harmonize with the color 
scheme of the tree. 
Paste narrow 
strips of paper to form rings and slip 
one link through another and paste 
securely. 


It is very simple to gild nuts, and 
they are quite an addition to a tree 
when suspended with gilt cord. 
Snow 
balls are made by packing white tis- 
sue paper tight in the shape of an or- 
ange, then pasting white cotton on 
the ball. 
The cotton is dusted with 
diamond dust and gives a glittering 
effect. 
Icicles are made of 
white 
fringe tissue paper that has been dip- 
ped into a solution of alum. 
The 
green of the tree can also be given a 
frosted effect if it is touched ^ Ith a 
solution of alum, The Christmas good- 
ies can be put In bags of tarletan. 
Don't forget that the large presents 
and heavy decorations of 
the 
troe 
should be at the bottom. 


A pretty tree for the table Is the 
pepper plant, which can be purchased 
at any florist's. The little plant can 
be trimmed as a Christmas tree for 
the central decoration of the table. 
Around the bottom of the tree is heap- 
ed a mound of cotton dusted with mica. 
At each place is a little red flower pot 
containing a small souvenir which is 
hidden by a spray of mistletoe, r'he 
souvenir can be something suggestive 
of tho personality of the guest. Over 
the table is suspended by red ribbons 
a bunch of snow balls of white cotton 
sprinkled 
with 
mica. 
Tho 
candle 
shades are of ornamental sprays of 
holly, and a little piece of holly 
is 
pasted on the place card. 


The table illustrated has the star 
shaped poinsettla for Us main feature. 
If It Is not possible to procure the nat- 
ural poinsettla, beautiful ones can bci 
obtained made out of crepe paper. 


The basket for the center piece Im 
heaped with polnsettlas and ferns. Fa- 
vors 
are hidden among the flowerSi 
and ribbons are attached to them ex- 
tending to each plate. A large Christ- 
mas bell adds to the festive appear- 
ance of the room. This bell Is made on 
a wire frame 18 Inches tail, covered 
•with crushed tissue paper. 


The little baskets for the salted al- 
monds are made 
of 
12 
poinsettla 
leaves pasted neatly axound a small 
paper cup, ^^ 


For place cards use a white card 
to which Is attached a small bell about 
two Inches high. Tie on the top with 
a small bow of red baby ribbon. 


Instead of silver napkin rings use 
rings made of pasteboard covered with 
red crepe paper to harmonize with the 
rest of the decorations. 
A cropo pa- 
per napkin designed in 
poinsettias 
would be very appropriate. 


If one prefers to use a tablecloth 
of paper Instead of damask, the same 
idea can be carried out by using pa- 
per In tho same color scheme. 
Ruf- 
fle the paper around the lower edge 
and have two flounces, tho first of 
plain white and tho second of the dec- 
orated paper. 


Candle shades are made 
of 
card- 
board frames. Cut the petals from the 
crepe paper the same as for the other 
flowers, and paste around frame, fin- 
ishing It with two large green leaves 
and a small bow of red ribbon. 


Many of the dishes served can be 
garnished with red beets, radishes or 
red peppers. 


A poinsettla salad could be placed 
at each place. 
Slice off the top of 
a large red apple and scrape out as 
much of the inside as possible, fill the 
apple with equal portions of apple cut 
in small cubes, chopped celery and 
nuts. Moisten this mixture with cream 
salad dressing. 


Cut pimentoes in petal shaped pieces 
and arrange them In the form of a 
poinsettla on the plate. 
Set the ap- 
ple filled with the mixture on center of 
plate and use small 
petals 
of 
the 
pimentoes to trim the top of the ap- 
ple. 


If Ice cream Is served for dessert, 
pistachio and cherry make a 
good 
combination. 


As Christmas Is the season of toys, 
table decorations which would seem 
absurd at any other time are very fit- 
ting on this occasion, 


A table with a snow man in tho cen- 
ter made on a wire frame and covered 
with cotton Is very effective. 
Have 
smaller snow men at each place. Snow- 
balls placed in groups all over the ta- 
ble may be surrounded with sprays of 
holly.
